MILITARY TRAINING IN JULY

Word has been received in Tor­ 
rance by President J. W. Post of 
he Flrat National Bank to the 

effect that a Citizen's Military 
Training Camp for the Ninth Corps 
Area will be held at the Presidio, 
San Francisco, and at Camp Lewis, 
Washington, for thirty days, be­ 
ginning July 6.

The Ninth Corps Area Includes 
the States of California, Oregon, 
Washington, Montana, Wyoming. 
Utah and Nevada, The attendance 
rom each state will be based on 
heir population.

The candidates whose applications 
ire approved by the Commanding 
General will be assigned to campr 
nearest their homes.

Any male citizen of the United 
States between the agea of 1C and 
35 years, who la of average intelll 
>ence and physically sound, is eli­ 
gible to attend.

As the government provides 
transportation to and from the 
camp, it Is expected that many of 
he young men of Torrance will 

make application for the camp 
Previous military experience Is un 
necessary, and all meals, equipment, 
odging, medical attention, uniform, 
laundry, athletics and recreation 
will be furnished by the govern­ 
ment.

The attendance at the camps doet 
not put any person under obligation 
for future. military service.

The sound- 
ess of Its economic structure Is 
videnced in the fact that during 
tie past year the state banks have 
(creased their resources by over 
123,189,000. The savings accounts 
ave increased $9,826,000, and the 
roes deposits have passed the $1,- 
50,000,000 mark.

he Irrigation districts of the state, 
nd an increased acreage is now 
eing put under water that prom- 
sea to add greatly to the wealth 
f California In food production. 

Many nationally known Industrial 
nterprises have located in this 
tate since the world war, and the 
Igh freight rates have contributed 

o the .number of new enterprises 
n the way of branch concerns.

All sections of the Middle West 
eport that California will be vlsit- 
d by a greater number of tourists 
nd home-seekers th|s year than 
ave Invaded the state since 1914, 
nd the .railroads are preparing for 
lie heaviest tourist travel westward 
bat has occurred In many years,
